TOWN RECEIVES FUNDS FOR REHABILITATION PROGRAM 


New Brockton to get facelift soon 


by Marvin MciLwain 
Editor 


The Town of New Brockton will 
soon begin a housing rehabilitation 
project within the Fitzsimmons/ 
North John/North Railroad Steet 
Target Area. 

Approximately 30 low and mod- 
erate income housing units will ben- 
efit from the housing activities that 
will take place in the coming weeks. 

The program is estimated to cost 
$330,000.00 with $300,000.00 com- 
ing from the Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant funds. The re- 
maining $30,000.00 will be injected 
in local match funds by the home- 
owners. 

The project will be implemented 
on a 90/10 cost share basis with 90% 
of the associated rehabilitation costs 
to be injected by way Of grant assis- 
tance and the remaining 10% being 
injected by the owner. 

City Clerk Linda Dillow stated, 
“Priority rehabilitation needs that 
will be addressed during implemen- 
tation of this program include basic 


rehabilitation needs, such as plumb- 
ing, wiring, heating, insulation, 
painting, roofing, underpinning; and 
more extensive needs, such as, 
doors, windows, structural deficien- 
cies, exterior porches, exterior sid- 
ing, etc,” 

A rating system will be designed 
that will hopefully allow the town to 
utilize CDBG funds in a manner that 
will assure protection of the federal 
investment, 

A “neatness or care of the struc- 
ture” analysis will provide bonus 
points in the rating process in an ef- 
fort to assure that the structure will 
be cared for following rehabilitation. 

The town will make a concerted 
effort to rehabilitate units that will, 
when upon completion, be preserved 
for LMI (Low/Moderate Income) oc- 
cupancy for the next 10-15 year peri- 
od and thus will not attempt to ex- 
pend CDBG funds on units whose 
conversion to standard constitutes a 
"stop-gap" short term eradication of 
slum and blighting influences. 

The rating system will attempt to 
give preference to income eligible

Computer checks on shut-ins and elderly

How are you to day? Sounds sim- 


ple doesn't it? But to someone who | 


lives alone, these words can be very 
meaningful and important. 

Last week, several Elba residents 
heard about a service that's available 
to individuals who are shut-ins or 
live alone. 

Phillip Walton of Enterprise pro- 
vides a monitoring service called 
Compu-Talk ‘How Are You To- 
day?’ 

Walton said that a computer with 
a voice card will call and check in on 
the elderly or homebound as often as 
they wish for it to do so. 

“One, two or three times a day, 
our computer will call the telephone 
number you give us at the times you 
tell us to call,” said Walton, 

Walton said that he first became 
aware of the need for such a service 
while delivering papers on his rural 
paper route. 

“T personally didn't know that 
there were so many elderly people 
living alone and also others who 
were confined to walkers and wheel- 
chairs,” Walton said. 

“T didn't realize that there were so 
many needy people around who 
needed help. This is when I came up 
with this idea of a service that would 
check on people like this.” 

He played a recording for the 
group which presented a sample call 
that would be received by those indi- 
viduals who have the service.

“My wife and I discussed at great 
length what we would charge for this 
service, ” said Walton. “We believe 
that this fee is suitable for those on 
fixed incomes which many of the in- 
dividuals are on.” 

Walton is interested in explaining 
how the monitoring system works 
He will be glad to meet with senior 
citizen groups and other organiza- 
ions.

Tough Life For 
Centipedegrass 

Centipedegrass lawns don't need 
a lot of cate. There are a few impor- 
tant things to consider to maintain a 
healthy centipede lawn, 

Centipedegrass has a natural pale 
green coloration. It is a temptation to 
add a lot of nitrogen fertilizer to 
make it turn darker green. However, 
too much nitrogen can damage the 
grass, Furthermore, a complete ferti- 
lizer is often used as the nitrogen 
source, The result is a build-up ol 
phosphorus in the soil. This can tie 
up iron and that's trouble for centi- 
pedegrass which has a great demand 
for iron. Avoid the complete fertiliz- 
ers, Use a 15-0-15 fertilizer, or at 
least pick a fertilizer that is low in 
phosphorus like a 12-4-8 formula- 
tion, 

Centipedegrass needs abundant 
water to thrive, but don’t water often 
for short periods. Instead, apply wa- 
ter so that the lawn gels an inch of 
water a week at one tine. Use a pie 
pan or emply can as an indicator of 
about how much water you have ap- 
plied.

As interest in baking increases, it 
becomes more important for people 
to understand the role the right bake- 
ware plays in creating a culinary de- 
light. For example, mary people are 
not aware that bukeware with a non- 
Suck surluce requires a lower oven 
temperature than those without this 
advantage, 

Where a light crust is desired, alu- 
minum is a good choice because of 
its excellent heat conductive quali- 
ics. Other pluses include the fact 
that iis rust proof and lightweight, 
However, since aluminum doesn't 
hold and disperse heat as well as 


stecl, food needs to be watched care- 
fully during baking so it doesn't 
burn. 

Aluminized stecl is a top choice 
of commercial bakers. While it has 
the heat conductive and rust-proof 
qualitics of aluminum, the addition 
of steel provides superior heat reten- 
tion, Which means that baked goods 
are less likely to burn, 

Stainless steel bakeware is prized 
for its casy care, durability and rust- 
proof surface. Cosmetically, it 
doesn't scratch and stays shiny- 
looking longer. However, it is the 
worst heat conductor of any of the 
commonly used metals. 

Cast iron conducts heat moderate- 
ly well. It also retains heat for a long 
time which makes it great for baking 
crusty breads. However, cakes and 
muffins that are baked in cast iron 
may get too heavy and dark on the 
outside. 

Steel bakeware can be coated 
with tin or with porcelain. Because it 
is durable and possess excellent in- 
herent baking qualities, tin-plated 
steel is used for many commercial 
baking utensils. A non-stick coating 
will hasten the baking process. How- 
ever, care must be taken not to 
scratch the surface or it will rust. 

Porcelain provides a harder layer 
of protection. However, it docs not 
olfer the advantage of a non-stick 
surface, Other drawbacks of a porce- 
luin coating are moderate heat con- 
ductivity and poor crusts on bread.

Hunter Safety Course

pass a certified hunter safety ‘class. 
You will need to attend all 10 hours 
of this class and pass a test to be- 
come cerulied, 

There ts also a special youth hunt 
at Blue Springs, south of Andalusia, 
one week prior to the normal season 
opening up. Your ticket to this youth 
hunt is that you have received a 
hunter safety class certificate.

Research has shown that peanut 
yields often range from 500 to 1,000 
pounds per acre due to leafspot dis- 
ease, | would like to remind our 
growers that spraying for leafspot is 
a worthwhile cause.

7-day spray schedule for several 
sprays and ten go back to the 14-day 
schedule, Rarely should you exceed 
a 14-day spray schedule, 

The second thing you can do to 
increase control is to use your full 
rate instead of the lower rates of fun- 
gicides. The third thing you could do 
to insure good control is to replace 
your worn-out nozzles and recali- 
brate your sprayer to make sure you 
are pulling out the chemicals you 
think you are. The fourth thing to 
check would be your spray swath 
overlap,

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County Commission continues to field questions on proposed landfill

You guessed it! Once again the 


proposed county landfill was the 
main topic of discussion at Tues- 
day's Coffee County Commission 
mecting, 

Mark Pugh, an engineer with the 
engineering firm of Carter, Darnell 
and Grubbs Engineers, Inc., gave a 
presentation on the design of the 
Subtitle D landfill. 

This is the second presentation in 
a series of presentations by Pugh in 
an attempt to enlighten the public as 
to what a Subtitle D landfill is all 
about. 

He noted that the commission 
will hold a public hearing on the 
landfill at 8 a.m. on Monday, August 
10, in the commission meeting 
room. 

The hearing will be in regards to 
local approval on the proposed site. 
A resolution by the the commission 
to approve the site will be consid- 
ered after the hearing. 

Pugh showed a profile drawing of 
the landfill and how it is to be con- 
structed. 

The drawing showed the installa- 
tion of a synthetic liner placed on a 
composite liner consisting of 2 fect 
of clay which has a permeability of 
one times ten to the minus seven 
centimeters per seconds. 

This means, in layman's terms, 
that should water contaminated by 
the upper layers of garbage penetrate 
the synthetic liner, it would move 
through the clay liner at a rate of 
one-tenth of a foot per year. This 
means that it would take 19.3 years 
to move through the clay liner. 

The synthetic liner, HDP (High 
Density Polyethylene) has a permea-

bility of one times ten to the minus 
twelve centimeters per second. This 
means that the permeability of this 
liner is a hundred thousand times 
more impermeable than the clay lin- 
er. 

Should any contaminated water 
penetrate the liners, the resulting lea- 
chate would be contained and col- 
lected. It would then be transported 
to a treatment facility for processing. 

Pugh explained to the group how 
rain water and runoff water is con- 
tained once it has come in contact 
with the area containing garbage. 

If this water is found, through 
testing, to be contaminated, it will 
then be transported from the site to a 
water treatment facility. 


Of the 449 acres purchased by the 
commission for a landfill site, only 
137 acres will actually be used as a 
landfill. The remaining acreage will 
be planted in pine trees, Plans are al- 
ready underway to do this. 

Pugh addressed several questions 
concerning the design of the landfill 
from individuals attending the com- 
mission meeting. 

What happens if it leaks? What if 
the leachate pipes become stopped 
up? What if the land shifts due to an 
earthquake? These were some of the 
questions asked. 

Pugh stated that if a leak is detect- 
ed the landfill would be closed im- 
mediately by ADEM (Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental 
Management, 

He said that the leachate drain 
pipes are designed so that they can 
be flushed out periodically. As far as 
an earthquake is concerned, he said 
the site is not located in an area 
prone to earthquakes. 

According to Pugh, Coffee 
County is at the forefront of the per-

mitting process in obtaining a permit 
to construct a Subtitle D landfill. 

The deadline for having provi- 
sions for disposing of all solid waste 
in a Subtitle D landfill is October 9, 
1993, 

Turning to other matters, the 
commission heard a request from 
Mrs. Jim Driscoll of Elba that the 
county hire a litter enforcement offi- 
cer. 

His responsibilities would be to 
see that litter is not dropped on Cof- 
fee County. 

She proposed that fines imposed 
on violators could be used to finance 
the litter enforcement officer. 

“Alabama is trying to entice retir- 
ees to locate in our state and area - 
so we need to put our best foot for- 
ward and clean it up,” said Driscoll.

He cited from a hydo-geologists 
report which stated that the water ta- 
ble at the proposed site is not five 
feet or greater below ground level
